The United States and Canada, 
alone of all the trading nations, 
have made a substantial increase 
over the prewar trade status, as- 
serted Mr. Farrell, who is chair- 
man of the National Forel Trade 
Council. The figures 
three exporting nations, not in- 
cluding the United States, for the 
last fiscal year showed them to be 
within 7 per cent of their pre- 
war volume, he said. 


RAW IMPORTS. 
One indication of special signifi- 
cance, Mr. Farrell said, was the 
increased volume of raw materia! 


imports by the United States 
and several European industrial 
nations. This, he asserted, 


indicates an impending increase 
of production and consequently of 
consuming power. 

Discussing the great change that 
has taken place in American-for- 
eign trade since the “placid davs 
before the war,” Mr. Farrell said: 
“Then foreign trade was inciden- 
tal and occasional with all but a 
relatively small number of our 
manufacturing concerns. Then it 
was only here and there that a 
manufacturer gave steady thought 
to the advantages of sharing in for- 
eign markets, and our overseas 
commerce was spoken of slighting- 
ly as representing ‘only 4 per cent 
of the total." Now manufacturers, 
agriculturists, bankers and railroad 
and steamship men are awake to 
the importance of this develop- 
ment. eager to take their share, 
and all bullding up the steadily in- 
creasing total We are searching 
[the stage of expanded interest and 
participation which tends to dimin- 
ish the risk of the whole because of 
its widened distribution.” 


WORK SOLVES PROBIDEM 
“There is still plenty to do.” 
cautioned Mr. Farrell, “We must 
not fall into the error of thinking 
that because we have reached a 
creditable position by hard work 
and intensive application we can 
remain there without further effort. 
Work solved the problem of suc- 
cess.

Ever since the beginning of the 
war, he said, the world has been 
living on a lower plane than had 
been its custom. :

These churchés at whose behest, 
presumably, 
vice and rum are corducted, con- 
te ted themselves with passing res- 
olutions. 

How these pillars of the church 
justify their stand, to themselves, 
if not publicly, is rather a mys- 
tery to me. 

With Philadelphians, particular- 
ly. those who shout loudest for 
purity, the method is far more 
important than the accomplish- 
ment.

ters. I believe Philadelphia wants 
to be cleaned up, not entirely, but 
* enough to appear respectable. 

The majority of Philadéiphians, 
however, do not need cleaning, 
are not interested, except mildly, 
and are loath to back any man 
who tries to do this cleanink: To 
understand their native  back- 
wardness it must be remembered 
that they have been fooled and 
sold out by professiona! reformers 
innumerable times: 


SOME REFLECTIONS 

The professional reformer, in 
Philadeiphia, has often been a 
gangster, kicked out of his own 
crowd and hiding behind a purist, 
to pose as a public benefactor. 

This part he continues to play 
until he either gains control by 
defeating the gang or acquiring 
enough of a standing to force his 
old ship-mates to buy him off with 
a fat“ job and readmission to the 
fold of the elect. 

Philadeiphia, however, is prob- 
ably no worse than any other large 
city; those who have the opportu- 
nity to speak and be heard simply 
make some fuss over their desire 
to be spotless

delphia complain bitterly, saying, 
in effect, “you were mean to drag 
us out just when we were having 
a good time. Why couldn't you 
have waited unti] we got tired and

REPORT ON VICE 

Let's compare the vice report 
with the above crime record. 

There were just eight times as 
many hold-ups in September, 1973, 
as there were in September, 1928. 
and hold-ups, the most vicious and 
dangerous types of crimes, are 
known as the “key crimes.” 

In September 1923, 158 arrests 
were made following raids on 
speakeasies and otber dives: in 
1925 there were 1081 such arresta, 
or about seven times as many. The 
answer seems to be—seven times és 
much vice-activity and you reduce 
the most dangerous form of crime 
seven-eighths. 

Early in October, when it 
announced that I was to ‘return’ to 
‘the Marine Corps at the end of the 
year, the lid was lfted“ in the 
tenderloin and vice began to be 
prevalent again. The police were 

“playing safe’’—they wanted to 
make friends with the politicians 
again—and who can blame them, 
tor their very jobs depended upon 
the good will of the politicians 
the minute I left the city?

WASHINGTON, April 238.—A 
concerted drive for enactment of 
real farm-relief legislation before 
adjournment was launched toda 
in Congress. | 


House leaders laid lans for 
consideration of such — 
next week and at the same time a 
sroup of Senators from Western 
States agreed unanimousty at a 
luncheon conference to o pose ad- 
journment vigorously until an ade- 
quate agricultural-aid measure is 
passed. 

After a conference with Prest- 
dent Coolidge at the White House, 
Representative Tilson, the Repub- 
lican floor leader, announced that 
the three bills reported yesterday 
by the Agriculture Committee 
would be taken up in the House 
Monday or Tuesday. 
general debate with possibly one 
er two night sessicns, so that there 
will be full opportunity for mem- 
bers to express their views on the 
administration, corn belt relief and 
Curtis-Aswell measures. 

Senators at the luncheon con- 
ference started an organised move- 
ment in support of the corn belt 
plan, which is embodied In the bill 
sponsored by Chairman Houghton 
of the House Agriculture Commit- 
tee. This meeting was the first of 
a series in suppert of the move- 
ment to prevent adjournment and 
to draw strength to the measure. 

Only Republican Senators at- 
tended, but it was announced that 
at subsequent meetings Democrats 
will be called on and speakers will 
be present to explain the various 
rroposals that have been brought 
forward in both the Senate and 
House. 

Senators Norbeck of South Da- 
kota and Gooding of Idaho, Re- 
publicans, have taken the initia- 
tive in the fight. Besides them 
those attending the conference to- 
day were Morris and Howell, Ne- 
braska;: Watson, Indiana: Cum- 
mins, Iowa; Deneen, lilinols; Me- 
Master, South Dakota: Johnson, 
California; McNary, Oregon, and 
Frazer, North Dakota. 

Some of the leaders in the Sen- 
ate movement are of the opinion 
that recent political events and 
more particularly the defeat of 
Senator McKinley in the Republi- 
can primaries. in Illinois, has 
brought farm relief legislation 
measurably nearer to accomplish- 
ment. 

They declare that Republican 
leaders in and out of Congress are 
becoming convinced that adjourn- 
ment without the enactment of 
some measure which would tend to 
stabilize prices of farm products 
‘and enable the farmer to get re- 
turns commensurate with his out- 
lay and labor might have  far- 
reaching consequences in the No- 
vember elections when a new 
House of Representatives and thir- 
ty-four Senators are to be elected. 

One stumbling block to enact- 
ment of farm relief legislation has 
been an inability of the farm or- 
ganizations’ to agree upon 4 pro- 
gram. They still are far from 
unanimous on any of the proposed 
measures, but the Senators attend- 
ing the conference today were of 
the opinion that the corn belt bill 
would be acceptable to a majority. 

The action of the House Agricul- 
ture Committee in reporting three 
different bills brought a resolution 
today by Representative Cannon; 
Democrat, Missouri, proposing to 
inquire into the legality of such a 
procedure, Mr. Cannon sought im- 
mediate action on his measure, but 
was blocked and it went over un- 
der the -rules.

Rev. G. A. Briegleb Op- 
poses Proposition to Permit 
Business on Thoroughfare 


Rev. Gustav A. Briegleb, pastor 

the Westlake Presbyterian 
Church, issued a statement yester- 
day opposing the propositions (Nos. 
3 and 4 on Friday's ballot) to zone 
Wlishire for business. He says 
every great city requires at least 
one through residence boulevard 
and thinks Wilshire should be ee 
served for this.

Coming from one who was formerly an 
ardent League of Nations Senator, the ad- 
dress would seem to evince a certain 
change of heart—a trend toward what the 
irreconcilables call “a practical foreign poli- 
ey”—but a close reading shows that the 
Secretary of State and the government he 
so ably represents are ready to welcome 
every reasonable and feasible step that 
will help to insure world concord. The 
address also affords a degree of comfort

In the light of what Secretary Kellogg 
told the assembled journalists, what has 
been called the curtness of his note re 
garding tne American reservations is soft- 


ened and each official of the League of} 


Nations who reads the address is bound 
to feel that no sting was intended in our 
refusal to discuss or explain those reser- 
vations. Had the language of that refusal 
been characterized by the mildness shown 
in the New York address it would not 
have been criticized as abrupt and undip- 
lomatic. 

Yet the address did not savor of hedg- 
ing. It was clear-cut and purposeful. In 
the most generous spirit Secretary Kel- 
loge pledged the aid of this country in 


making further international agreements. 


As to land disarmament he said that the 
United States had voluntarily reduced to 
the minimum. We had 4,000,000 men un- 
der arms in 1918, but our Regular Army

“As regards naval disarmament,” he said, 

“this government would welcome any prac 
tical steps which might tend toward the 
further limitation of competitive naval 
construction.” He made it plain that the 
administration had been disappointed be- 
cause no agreement was reached at the 
Washington conference as to the limita- 
tion of the building of naval craft other 
than capital ships and airplane carriers. 
He pointed to the danger of the further 
competitive construction of cruisers and 
other types of naval craft not dealt with 
at the conference. 
The Secretary promised that our repre- 
sentatives at the Geneva conference will 
help to the uttermost of their ability in 
preparing the way for agreements for the 
further limitation of armament at no dis- 
tant date. “Our people,” he said, “are 
practical idealists. They believe in deal- 
ing with what is visible and tangible. Bach 
definite move toward disarmament, small 
though it may be, is of greater value for 
the promotion of world peace than ambi- 
tious and all-inclusive projects which may 
be excellent in theory, but which fail to 
take account of existing problems.” 

In the consideration of world problems 
Secretary Kellogg apparently attaches lit- 
tle significance to the widely published 
statement of Voroshiloff, the Commissary 
of Military and Naval Affairs of Russia, 
that his country is preparing for “the com- 
ing war” by increasing its navy and ex- 
tending its munitions plants. 


Our people are indebted to Secretary 
Kellogg for the implied compliment con- 
tained in hig characterization of them as 
“practical idealists.” This is a term much 
used of late in the Senate, to whom in 


treaty matters the Secretary has had to 
defer, no matter what his private convic- ; 


tions happened to be. In fact, he has tac- 
itly acknowledged that he has had to work 
under the limitations imposed by that au- 
gust body, which is not very strong for 
idealism without reservations and is anx- 
fous that our representatives at Geneva 
shall use their influence in favor of proj- 
ects which may be practical in their ap- 
plication and realizable in their develop- 
ment.” 

The country will await with interest the 
testing of the theories of its “practical 
idealists,” among whom are those political 
leaders who are so keenly desirous that 
America shall maintain her “splendid iso- 
lation.” But in the meantime few will 
doubt that the heart of the administration 
is set upon making such new international 
agreements as will ald in preserving the 
peace of the world. : 


MEN’S WAGES 

More than 1,500,000 women and iris 
are employed in some useful occupation in 
the United States, say the statisticians of 
the World Almanac. 

In the various lines in which women are 
listed teaching claims 600,000. Stenogra- 
phers and typists are an exceedingly close 
second.

amount of immigration contributed to a 
population increase of 1,996,000 and much

The estimates were reached by a process 
of figures covering the birth and registra- 
tion area, the arrivals and departures from 
the United States and upon a recapitula- 
tion of the work done by the bureau in 
former years. There has been a decrease 
in the net immigration since 1920, the bu- 
reau says. During the last year immigra- 
tion played but a minor role in the popu- 
lation growth of the country, accounting 
for less than one-sixth of the total in- 
crease, the excess of births over deaths 
adding 1,367,000 persons, while immigra- 
tion accounted for but 262,000 new inhab- 
itants. 

Since 1916 there appears to have been 
no tendency toward an increase in the 
number of children born in the United 
States, while the number of deaths is slight- 
ly lower. The rate of population increase 
as a whole has been nearly 14 per cent 
less during the last five years than it was 
from 1880 to 1890, decade of tremendous 
immigration. It was also less than it was 
from 1900 to 1910 by about 11 per cent. 

Those who have been hugging to their 
apprehensive hearts the fallacious Malthu- 
sian theory of overpopulation as applied to 
this country need not lose any more sleep 
over the awful conditions their minds have 
been picturing. With the rate of increase 
slowing down as it has been doing since 
1890 it will be a long time before we shall 
be suffocated by population density. Nor 
is the planet as a whole in any great dan- 
ger of being overcrowded for thousands Ut 
years to come. 

Increased population in California does 
not contribute very considerably to the pop-

MEXICAN TIPICANS 
DELIGHT AUDIENCE 


“Orchestra Gives Concert ot 
Latin Music of Attractive 
Informallity 


BY ISABEL MORSE JONES 
All those who love the romance 


of old California, so closely linked 
with Mexico, will enjoy the con- 
certs of the Mexican Tipica Orches- 
tra which began at the Auditorium 
last night. 

They will enjoy them, that is, if 
they can get in. 

All the Mexican dignitaries of 
Los Angeles were there last night 
and when an announcement was 
made in English it had to be re- 
peated in Spanish for the benefit 
of two-thirds of the audience. 

Senor Torreblanca led his illus- 
trious string-band through a se- 
ries of serenades, dances and love 
songs, characteristically Latin and 
smoothly beautiful. 

This music of Mexico is Janguor- 
ous and ingratiating. The Tipicans 
play it wien the most attractive 
nonchalance. Easily crossed knees 
and the debonair manners of the 
Spanish cavaliers added grace to 
the concert. 


The brillant colors of gorgeous 
seruapes draped over shoulders, 
chairs and stands, with the fine 
white Mexican sombreros, the em- 
broidered jackets, the tight sil- 
vered trousers and Karlet ties 
were a picturesque and an inter- 
esting part of the entertainment. 

The orchestra is compe of sev- 
eral violins, two ‘cellos, a viola or 
two, a double bass, six or eight 
marimba players and many players 
on the salterio, which is a kind of 
Spanish zither. 

The easy rhythms and the utter 
absence of any striving for effect 
all contributed to the wholly 
charming program. The audience 
was typical, too. Everyone prom- 
enaded during the intermissions, 
which were frequent and long, and 
the appleuse after familiar num- 
bers was quite deafening. 

The Marin brothers, marimba 
soloists, played with all the vir- 
tuosity of pianists. Their tone is 
marvellously soft with delicate 
gradations, and superiatively 
eympathetic accompanying quality. 
In their own group (they also 
played with the strings) they were 
accompanied by a double bass, 4 
drum and a triek trap piayer, who 
curried off the honors of the jazz 
pieces by his humorous manipula- 
tions of a huge gourd with a sand- 
paper key. These players could 
give lessons to American jazz ar- 
tists“ on several points. 

Samuel Pedraza, tyric tenor, 
sang in a voice of appealing love- 
liness not unlike Schipa‘s in qual- 
ity, but he was rather too un- 
certain of pitch to entirely please. 

The Tipica Quartet singers were 
the star performers, however, and 
by their jokes and by-play they 
kept the Spanish-speaking people 
in a gale of laughter. Their voices 
were lbeautifully blended. Pe- 
draza’s singing of the “Rosary” in 
Spanish was something different 
as a compliment to America. 

As ambassadors from Mexico, 
these musicians are the best ever. 
A few more concerts from this 
modest, unassuming band of ar- 
tists. with their gentle, winning 
southern airs, and American jazz 
players, with their snappy, angu- 
lar ways, will be quite out of pop- 
ularity.

PORT BOARD 
RESOLUTION 
UNDER FIRE 


Commission Members Held 
Misinformed on Federal 
Aid for United Harbor 


That the Board of Harbor Com- 
missioners in adopting a resolu- 
tion yesterday in opposition to 
Proposition No. 6 on the ballot at 


tomorrow's electin did so under a 
complete misapprehension of the 
facts, was the statement of Bert L. 
Heinly, secretary of the Greater 
Harbor Committee of 200 of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

“The board’s resolution,” said 
Secretary Heinly, stated that ‘in 
our opinion the money from the 
United States government for the 
construction of the brekawater 
does not hinge on port consolida- 
tion.’ Thie is incorrect. The 
Board of United States Engineers 
of Rivers and Harbors in its re- 
port to the Secretary of War 
unanimously recommended that 
the government’s provision for 
$7,000,000 of Federal aid in the 
construction of the great outer 
breakwater should be made con- 
tingent upon the unification of the 
ports of Los Angeles and Long 
Beach under a single management. 
The port consolidation was to pre- 
cede the appropriation of Federal 
money, the Federal engineers said. 
The board’s report was approved 
by the Chief of Engineers and was 
enacted into 
There should be no possible mis- 
interpretation of these facts, 

“The harbor board apparently 
fears that the future of Los An- 
geles Harbor is endangered by 
this proposition. It was the same 
Board of United States Engineers 
that has stood solidly for thirty 
years in support of the people's 
free harbor at Los Ang€les that 
made the recommendation as to 
consolidation of management sole- 
ly in the interest of efficiency — 
economy, and asa protection to the 
interest of the people of Los An- 
geles at the harbor.” 


TESTIMONY |

Further cross-examination of the 
city’s witnesses in an effort to 
break down their testimony that 
hothing but natural gas should be 
served in local mains was the pre- 
gram yesterday of attorneys repre- 
sent the gas companies in the

ing on their application for an in- 
crease in rates. 

Chief Counsel Overton of the 
Los Angeles Gas and Electric Cor- 
poration spent the morning ques- 
tioning City Statistician Kenney re- 
garding the manner in which he 
arrived at his estimates. The at- 
torney attempted to show that they 
were based on hypothesis and not 
facts. Kenney’s testimony con- 
sisted largely of technical figures 
concerning costs and like matters. 

Attorney Williams of the Mid- 
way Gas Company cross-examined 
Cur Schwartz, a geologist, in re- 
ural gas to consumers in An- 
geles. He admitted that in some 
cases where heavy expenditures are 
required to cap wells, save the nat- 
ural gas and transport it here, the 
ultimate cost of delivery would be 
more than present rates for mixed 
gas served in some areas of the 
city. 

The Southern California Gas 
Company is joined with the two 
other concerns in seeking a rise, 
whith they desire to have deter- 
mined by the commission. The 
hearing will conclude tomorrow 
evening, it was indicated.
